Licenses  No.  189  issued  February  20,  1940,  September  17,  1940,  and  June  4, 
1941,  to  Norclen  Laboratories,  227  North  Ninth  Street,  Lincoln,  Nebr.,  were  termi- 
nated May  13,  1946,  and  license  reissued  on  the  same  date  to  Norclen  Labora- 
tories, Lincoln,  Nebr.,  for  Autogenous  bacterin,  avisepticus-gallinarum  bacterin, 
blackleg  bacterin,  blackleg  cultural  aggressin,  brucella  abortus  vaccine,  Clos- 
tridium chauvei-septicus  bacterin,  coli-staph-strep  bacterin,  corynebacterium- 
pasteurella  bacterin,  hemorrhagic-septicemia  bacterin,  mixed  bacterin  (avian), 
mixed  bacterin  (bovine),  mixed  bacteriu  (canine),  mixed  bacterin  (equine), 
mixed  bacterin  (feline),  mixed  bacterin  (ovine),  mixed  bactern  (porcine),  and 
salmonella  cholerasuis  bacterin. 

EMPLOYEES'  SUGGESTIONS  ADOPTED 

The  following  suggestions  submitted  by  Walter  A.  Stenhouse,  Principal  Pho- 
tographer, Animal  Husbandry  Division,  Washington,  D.  C.  and  R.  E.  Dunn, 
Veterinary  Livestock  Inspector,  P-2,  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Division,  Helena, 
Mont.,  have  been  approved  for  adoption  by  the  Bureau. 

Mr.  Stenhouse's  suggestion  included  the  recommendation  that  "when  a  re- 
search project  is  started,  the  project  leader  or  author  meet  with  the  illustrator 
(photographer)  to  describe  the  most  appropriate  stages  of  the  experiment  to 
illustrate  and  have  photographs  taken  at  those  stages."  Obviously,  such  collabo- 
ration should  lead  to  better  illustrations.  To  most  people,  good  pictures  are  more 
descriptive  than  words,  and  it  is  believed  that  there  is  a  distinct  place  for  these 
in  much  of  the  material  published  by  the  Bureau.  Application  of  Mr.  Stenhouse's 
suggestion  is  urged  wherever  it  is  practicable. 

Dr.  Dunn's  suggestion  was  "that  the  5  cc.  syringes  used  in  vaccinating  calves 
with  Brucella  abortus  vaccine  be  modified  by  removing  the  threads  from  the 
plunger  and  securing  the  gauge  adjustment  to  the  top  of  the  syringe."  He  sub- 
mitted a  syringe  which  had  been  remodelled.  The  advantage  of  these  changes  is 
that  the  syringes  are  made  more  substantial  and  practical  for  use  in  vaccinating 
calves.  The  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Division  has  contacted  the  manufacturers 
to  have  these  syringes  made  with  these  improvements  in  the  future. 

Employee  suggestions  have  been  reaching  the  Bureau  at  the  rate  of  two  or 
three  a  week.  Considerations  of  some  suggestions  have  been  delayed  by  failure 
to  follow  the  directions  on  how  these  should  be  submitted  (S.  &  R.  A.  April,  1946) . 
All  have  obviously  been  the  result  of  sincere  efforts  to  improve  some  phase  of 
the  Bureau's  work,  but  in  most  cases  the  employees  making  the  suggestions  have 
not  gone  far  enough  with  their  ideas  to  indicate  just  how  they  could  be  applied 
under  practical  conditions.  In  theory,  some  of  the  suggestions  seem  excellent, 
but  often  no  feasible  plans  have  been  offered  for  putting  them  into  actual  opera- 
tion. A  workable  means  of  application  is  essential  if  even  the  best  idea  is  to  be 
put  successfully  into  use. 

STOCKYARDS  INSPECTION  DISCONTINUED 

Effective  July  1, 1946,  public  stockyards  inspection  was  discontinued  at  Atlanta, 
Ga.,  and  Seattle,  Wash.  These  points  have  been  removed  from  the  list  of  stock- 
yards at  which  Bureau  inspection  is  maintained  in  accordance  with  Regulation 
1,  Section  1,  Paragraph  8,  B.  A.  I.  Order  309.
